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What Is the Church’s Job? 


At the request of a group of active laymen of the Diocese 
we are reprinting, below, a recent article by the Rev. 
Dr. Luke White, entitled, “What Is the Church’s Job?” 

We believe that these laymen have raised a most impor- 
tant question for the Church, for the very reason as Dr. 
White states, that there is “a widespread ambiguity both 
inside and outside the Church as to just what is the answer.” 
And furthermore, the question is a most opportune one for 
the reason that we are about to enter upon an important 
year’s work in the Church in the Diocese, including the Fall 
N. W. C. Campaign, the Bishops’ Crusade, the Cathedral 
Building Project, the promotion of the Week-day Religious 
Education Plan and the entertainment of the Church Con-- 
gress of 1927. In order that the whole Diocese may co- 
operate whole-heartedly in this extensive program it will 
be absolutely necessary that there is a substantial agreement 
on the part of both clergy and laity as to the real task of the 
Church and the relation that each of the above stated proj- 
ects bears to the one great central task. 

While Dr. White’s answer to this question is in terms 
general enough to admit of somewhat varying interpreta- 
tions, yet we cannot but all fully agree with its main con- 
tentions. First, that the present-day civilization is utterly 
dominated by worldliness; secondly, that the Church has 
failed in its task of overcoming this worldliness; thirdly, 
that the Church must see her ask clearly in establishing 
contacts with the invisible world of the spirit and demon- 
strating that spirit in the world through Christ-like lives. 

No more severe indictment of the Church has been made 
in recent times than that of Dr. White when he states: “The 
Church has been suffering from the disease of worldliness— 
too much emphasis upon material things, mere material big- 
ness. The symptoms are serious. Ignorance, superstition, 
magic, return to the illiterate age, controversy and specula- 
tion, wrong emphasis upon mere make-believe—such are 
the symptoms. Her job is to get back to the religion of 
Jesus, and that means the building of character.” 

We defer further comment on this question for the pres- 
ent and ask that our readers give it their thoughtful and 
prayerful attention and send to the editor a statement of 
their deepest convictions concerning the true answer. We 
plan to publish a symposium of these answers and trust 
most earnestly that while they may differ in minor details 
in application, they may all agree essentially in seeing the 
real task of the Chuch so that they may all unite effectively 
and enthusiastically in carrying out this great task which 
God has committed to us as members of the Universal 
Church of Jesus Christ. 


WHAT IS THE CHURCH’S JOB? 
By the Rev. Luke M. Wuirte, D.D. 
Rector of St. Luke’s Church, Montclair, New Jersey 
(From The Churchman) 


It may seem strange to raise such a question as this in 
a group such as this, but if we are candid with ourselves 
and willing to face the facts, there must be the conscious- 


ness of the insistency of this question and of the widespread 
ambiquity both inside and outside the Church as to just 
what is the answer. 

What is the Church’s job? Here are some answers to the 
question: 1. The job of the Church is to raise money. It 
pays to advertise, and a good system of money-raising is 
one of the best methods of advertising. Let the Church 
unite her people in an elaborate program requiring large 
sums of money, get everybody interested, whoop up the 
business, go out for large budgets, build magnificent edifices, 
establish a large endowment fund, and you will see a pros- 
perous Church, busy and on her job. 

Another answer is: 2. The Church’s job is the regulat- 
ing of the lives of her people, nad the best way to accom- 
plish this is to enact blue laws, and to see that such become 
the standard of behavior. Shut up all the places of amuse- 
ment, close the golf clubs and the movies, see to it that 
there is no place: for people to go on Sunday but to Church, 
make them walk the straight and narrow path and force 
prohibitory methods upon them by means of external law 
enactments, and the Church will prosper as she does her job. 

Another answer: 3. The Church’s job is the working of 
miracles, healing the sick and celebrating the Mass. Let 
the Church multiply her services, employ priests to stand 
continually at her altar, create the actual body and blood 
of Jesus Christ, and it matters not whether anybody comes 
to Church-—the Church will be on her job. 

Another answer: 4. The job of the Church is institu- 
tionalism. Make the Church a great institution. This is 
an age and this is a nation of big things, and only bigness 
spells success. Build for bigness. Big buildings, educational 
and recreational, Entertain the people, feed them, develop 
their social consciousness by giving them the glad hand, 
and directing to their attention the social ladder. This is 
the Church’s job. 

Another answer: 5. The Church’s job is consolidation. 
It is a word that appeals to big business. Unite, cut down 
the overhead, stop economic waste, get together into better 
community consciousness. That is the job of the Church. 

But is it? Are any of these answers satisfactory? Are 
they not largely the rseult of our consciousness of something 
that is wrong with the Church and our desire to meet the 
situation? And yet, like most physicians we meet, are we 
not considering the symptoms rather than the disease that 
causes the symptoms? 

I discovered the other day that the editor of Life was 
speculating on this subject of what is the job of the Church. 
Here are the exact words used by the editor: “Humanity is 
speculating freely about the job of the Churches, what it 
is and whether they are doing it.” I wrote to the editor, 
Hr. Martin, asking him if he would be willing to tell me 
frankly what he thought the job of the Church was, and 
promptly and courteously he answered: “I think the pri- 
mary job of the Church is to establish and maintain com- 
munication with the invisible world, and to demonstrate its 
existence, and get help and guidance and inspiration out 
of it.” I believe that this answer goes to the roots of the 
question and, when brought into the light of the manifesta- 
tion of God in Jesus Christ our Lord, gives the only satis- 
factory answer to our question. 

Let us consider the facts. When Jesus was brought 
before Pilate, and condemned by the orthodox of His gen- 
eration as a criminal, Pilate asked Him: “What have you 
done?” Jesus replied: “My realm does not belong to this 
world. If my realm did belong to this world, my men 
would have fought to prevent me being handed over to the 
Jews. No, my realm lies elsewhere.” “So, you are a king,” 
said Pilate, “You!” “Certainly,” said Jesus, “I am a king. 
This is why I was born, this is why I came into the world, 
to bear testimony to the truth. Everyone who belongs to 
the truth listens to my voice.” “Truth!” said Pilate. “What 
is truth?” And yet Jesus had just told him, and had been 
iterating and reiterating it all through His public ministry. 
This truth, according to Jesus, is the heresy of Jesus, but 
it is none the less the job of the Church, which calls itself 
Christian, if by Christian we mean the religion of and not 
the religion about Jesus. Remember the penetrating words 
of Jesus in answer to Pilate’s question: “Are you saying 
this of your own accord, or did other people tell you about 
me?” Pilate was no doubt too much steeped in paganism 
and worldly cynicism to grasp the significance of Jesus, 
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but not so the cus‘odians of religion of that generation, the 
orthodox who had apprehended Him and accused Him be- 
fore Pilate. They were ignorant and prejudiced and big- 
oted and superstitious, but they knew enough to recognize 
His heresy and the blasphemy of it from the standpoint of 
their orthodoxy. He was to them a heretic and a blasphemer, 
a criminal worthy of death. 


Instruments of God 


These are the facts, according to Jesus. The world in 
which we live is but the symbol of the invisible world. 
God is Spirit, and He has created all things for Himself and 
for His glory. The great creative Force has locked Himself 
up voluntarily in terms of time and space and is working 
His way out by the creating of forms of life which are be- 
coming more and more conscious of their relationship to the 
Creator, and voluntarily co-operating with Him in the 
manifestation of His will. God has made man in His image. 
Man is God’s son. Matter is but the visible vehicle of this 
unseen world. It is the instrument in the hands of God’s son 
for the doing of God’s business. Man and God are one. Man 
does not begin at physical birth nor end at physical death. 
“Before Abraham was, I am.” Man is the Eternal Christ. 

Jesus said: “Certainly I am king. I am the Son of God, I 
am the Light of the World, I am the Bread of Life, I am 
the Way, the Truth, and the Life.” This is what He taught 
and preached and this is what He demonstrated. He did 
establish and maintain communication with the invisible 
world. He did demonstrate its existence, and He did get 
help and guidance and inspiration out of it. Those who 
were eye witnesses recognized in Him the complete and 
satisfactory manifestation of God. His was the good news 
to them that God is Love. They worshiped Jesus because 
they saw in Him one of their own kind, Who could and 
Who did establish and maintain communication with, and 
Who demonstrated the fact, and got help and guidance, and 
inspiration, not only for Himself, but for them, out of the 
invisible world. The claims of Jesus are a tragic and ridic- 
ulous paradox but for the fact that He lived them and 
proved them. 

The Church was established for the purpose of fulfilling 
that Incarnation. What a tremendous opportunity ours is! 
Humanity has reached another ledge in her long, weary 
climb up the rocky precipice. It is a breathing space, and 
men pause to take breath after the last hard pull. The ledge 
is long and narrow, and on every side there are terrible 
abysses yawning below. It is dark, or rather gray-dark— 
just enough grayness to make men conscious of one another. 
There are no sign-posts and no danger signa!'s, and there is 
constant fear, which has produced apprehensiveness and 
hatred. How we do hate! We can’t understand, we are 
uncertain, we drift, and as we drift we fight. We are locked 
in a conflict and we struggle and totter toward the preci- 
pice, but there are indications of the oncoming day and in 
the stronger rays of the dawn we are beginning to see, as 
we look into one another’s faces, that perhaps we are 
brothers. 

What is the matter with us? Ignorance, superstition, fear, 
hate, misunderstanding, lust and selfishness. Why?  Be- 
cause we are like little children who, for more than a cer- 
tury, have had all of our attention fixed upon material 
things and have thought, as children always do, that the 
toys are the end and aim of life. We have concentrated 
upon the mudpile and made and built things out of mud, 
and called it success. 

Now, what is the result? Look at our toys. What are 
they good for? The automobile, the radio, the engines of 
destruction. What is the make and what the model of your 
car? How many miles have you been in a day? And what 
a death-dealing machine it is, and what a vehicle for vice 
in the hands of youth! The radio lets us listen in upon all 
the world but as we listen in what is the real value of the 
stuff we hear as it pours its noise into our privacy, and takes 
us away from more important things? Again it seems to be 
. distance that most absorbs us. These expensive toys have 
produced a neighborhood, without developing the spirit of 
the neighbor, as the Master defined that word. 


Worldiness 


And in the midst of it a'l we have the Church. What is 
the job of the Church? The question is important because 


the Church has been suffering from the disease worldli- 
ness—too much emphasis upon ‘material things, mere ma- 
terial bigness. The symptoms are serious. Ignorance, su- 
perstition, magic, return to the illiterate age, controversy 
and speculation, wrong emphasis upon mere make-believe— 
such are the symptoms. Her job is to get back to the. re- 
ligion of Jesus, and that means the building of character 
upon the conviction that God is, that man is His son, that 
God and man are one, that it is practical to establish und 
main‘ain communicetion with God the Invisible Spirit, that 
prayer is the way, that it is a fact that out of the Invisible 
can come help and guidance and inspiration. What an oppor- 
iunity for the Church of our generation to show and tuo 
prove to the environment that God is in the Church, that we 
are brothers and that we live as brothers, that we are bound 
together in love, that we care, that we are kind and con- 
sidera‘e, that we have power to build and create, and make 
at-one-ment to overcome the gulfs and to break down the 
barriers, to prove that we are of one blood, and that we are 
pilgrims destined for eternity! 

It is a weary and disillusioned humanity we face. When 
the Church looks candidly at herse'f and the world, she 
must realize how patient men have been. She has that 
which alone can quench thirst and satisfy the needs. Her 
job is clear, in the light of Him Who taught us when we 
pray to say, “Our Father,” and Who said, “You must be per- 
fect as your Heavenly Father is perfect.”” We can estab'ish 
and maintain this communication. Have we the faith to 
do it? Faith in Jesus and His great discovery: that there is 
a sacramental relationship between matter and spirit, that 
Cod and man are one, that it is possible and has been proven 
by Jesus Himself that there is the Sacrament of Divine Fel- 
lowship, the Communion of Saints, the oneness of the Divine 
and the human. Not sacramental in a limited or exclusive 
sense, not just two Sacraments or seven Sacraments, but 
seventy times seven avenues of contact between the visible 
and the Invisible worlds, 

It is the possessing of this faith that can alone enable the 
Church to accomplish the work intrusted to her by the Mas- 
ter. The Church must make the great word Sacrament real 
and vital to those who are groping after God; and when- 
ever this is accomplished it will be discovered that the sac- 
ramental relationship is without limit, and that the Church 
is truly Catholic in that she is Universal and Inclusive. 

Some of these days, when the ideal we believe in and 
proclaim in the Creed, the Holy Catholic Church, has ac- 
tually, as Jesus did, establish and maintained communica- 
tion with the invisible world, and demonstrated its exist- 
ence, and secured help and guidance and inspiration out of 
it, then it will not be necessary for her to demand that her 
claims to apostolic succession be accepted by the environ- 


~ment, for the environment will have already rushed forward 


irresistibly to proclaim the fact that has already been dem- 
onstrated. The Church will then be on her job!

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The Church and the Theatre 


In a recent article entitled, “The Rising Tide of Vulgar- 
ity,” Channing Pollock, author of “The Fool” and “The 
Enemy,” has described most vividly the rising tide of vul- 
garity and superficial Pollyana optimism which threatens 
to engulf the modern social, recreational and intellectual 
life of America. Mr. Pollock has also indicated some specific 
ways in which the Church can help to stem this threatening 
tide by promoting higher ideals of theatrical presentations 


and thus help to make the theatre stand with the university 


and the Church as forces of good instead of being allowed 
to become associated with forces of vulgarity and evil. 


The following excerpts are taken from Mr. Pollock’s 
article: 

“Whether it is due to the justly-celebrated aftermath of 
the war, which ¢ertainly rewarded everything base and 
penalized everything noble; or to the motion picture or to 
progressive materialism, or what not, there is no denying 
the rising tide of vulgarity. 

“It has been observed and the alarm sounded by leaders 
of the thinking class in America. Those who follow have 
only to read as they run, or to look, for that tide has en- 
gulfed everything. The evidence lies in our newspapers, 
-our books and magazines, our amusements, our language, 
our dress and our attitude toward life. 

“Indifference to learning, to high standards of thought 
and conduct, has become contempt. With an ever-increasing 
multitude, craving for thrill and excitement, and ‘the loud 
laugh that speaks the vacant mind,’ has supplanted interest 
in everything spiritual, intellectual and uplifting. Mentally, 
we follow the line of least resistance. ‘Sensational’ reading 
in the newspapers enjoyed an enormous vogue, until some 
enterprising publisher discovered a way of purveying sen- 
sation without giving anyone the trouble to read; that is, 
through the pictorial press. 

“Our national model at present is the Cheshire cat. We 
must go through life grinning. ‘Pack up your troubles—and 
your brains—‘in your old kit bag, and smile, smile, smile!’ 
Don’t bother about anything serious. Ignore everything un- 
pleasant. Recently we indulged in a war that cost 10,000,000 
lives and bankrupted most of the world, morally and ma- 
terially, but the less said about that now the better. In spite 
of the fact that, as Colonel House remarked the other day, 
‘The sooner we forget this war the sooner we are likely to 
have another.’ 

“There is no force in censorships and prohibitions. ‘You 
can’t change human nature by an act of Legislature.’ There 
is no force anywhere except in what Dr. Chalmers called 
‘the expulsive power of a new affection”—the elimination of 
evil by the support of good—the kind of force that sounded 
the knell of bull fighting in Spain by popularizing football. 

“The effect of vicious plays seems to me somewhat over- 
estimated. The effect of idle plays, of silly plays, of plays 
holding up false ideas and ideals, reflecting life as it never 
was or will be, can not be over-estimated. Personally, I 
deplore nudity on the stage and screen less than constant 
insistence upon the notion that the only success worth 
while is that which results in ownership of a six-cylinder 
car. That culture, education, tranquility are negligible 
things in life. That the important factors in our existence 
are rich men, chorus girls, criminals and women with a past. 

“I view with alarm the prospect of a next generation that 
gets its ideas of humor from the use of a custard pie as a 
projectile; of manhood and courage from the frequent em- 
ployment of the six-shooter; and of womanhood and ro- 
ere from the standards of both now current in-Holly- 
wood. 

“There is only one way to combat this kind of thing; and 
I repeat that fact, regardless, or boastful, of the charge that 
I am asking support for the type of play I am determined to 
write so long as I remain in the theatre. That one way is 
by appealing to and stirring up the people who want the 
other kind of thing, and by adding to their number. By indi- 
cating and demonstrating to the average man that a joke 
may be as funny in good English as in bad English, that 
drama may be as stirring when concerned with important 
matters as when devoted to piffle, that no dull play is a 
good play and no good play can possibly be a dull play, 
that entertainment may be derived from the exercise of the 


mental faculties as well as from their suspension. The 
worst enemy of art and religion is the man who makes them 
forbidding. 

“The duty of the Church in the theatre seems to me as 
clear as its duty in any other department of life. I do not 
believe in a Church silent or submissive or aloof. I repeat 
that nothing is to be gained by censorships or prohibitions. 
The Church should throw the whole weight of its member- 
ship- into the support of decent and intelligent drama, of . 
drama that is doing the same work the Church is doing. 
The producer of that kind of play should be as certain of 
support as the producer of the other kind is certain of the 
other. Clerical endorsement made “The Fool” possible. It 
should make possible more plays of that pattern than pros- 
per by following the reverse pattern. Clergymen should ad- 
vocate attendance at good plays. Church organizations 
should be pledged to a kind of underwriting of them. 
Church participation in drama, through amateur perform- 
ances, should foster interest and understanding. A system 
of prizes, of honors important enough to be sought after, 
should encourage the writing and production of those plays. 
Five years of that kind of effort would give us a theatre 
that stood with the Church and the university, instead of 
with the forces of evil.” 


Why Listen to Poor Preachers ?

Why should a layman go to church to hear a dull sermon? 
What profit is there in it? 

The average American overworks his commercial in- 
stincts. He goes forth to play golf. It is not enough to enjoy 
the game, he must play for a stake and then debar those 
who make money at golf from all amateur contests. Curious 
attitude! He sits down to play bridge and there must be a 
money consideration. 

The nation is at war and he sits down to figure what finan- 
cial advantage may accrue to him. He will give generously 
to the Red Cross out of his war profits. He goes to church 
and puts a “tip” on the plate which he would hesitate to 
give to a head waiter and then wants to receive the com- 
bined products of an actor, a lecturer and a symphony 
orchestra. 

The Lord calls him to be a soldier and unconsciously he 
becomes a grafter. When he goes to church I am afraid he 
is of the world, even though temporarily he may not be in 
it. In other words, I fear that he has unconsciously trans- 
ferred his instincts for personal profit from the market to 
the church. Let me explain this more particularly. As a 
pagan one goes to the church. on a Sunday to see if it has 
anything to give him. This is perfectly natural and right as 
that’s carrying out this pagan instinct. He is like a lad who 
might go to see a military review. It is a matter of curiosity 
and possible interest in the affair. Then he is captivated by 
the spectacle and enlists in the army. At once his point of 
view is changed. If he were merely an observer he could 
seek shelter if it rained or leave the parade ground if he 
were no longer interested. But now he has enlisted, he may 
not leave the ranks nor absent himself from review because 
he is uncomfortable or because it is no longer profitable or 
interesting to him. 

From the very beginning the Church has been a miltant 
organization. On entering it you undertake certain obliga- 
tions as a soldier of Jesus Christ. He does not force upon 
you this obligation, but you undertake it of your own free 
will. You become just as much of a soldier at your Bap- 
tism and Confirmation as the minister became an officer at 
his ordination. After one has taken the vows of Christian 
service he becomes not a hearer but a doer of those things 
which Christ through His organization bids him to do. 
Among these obligations is the duty to attend divine wor- 
ship, especially the particular act of worship which He 
commanded us to observe, namely, the Holy Eucharist. 
This is no longer merely a matter of personal comfort or 
profit, but a matter of obligation based upon his plighted 
vow to Christ. He is no longer a pagan, satisfying his 
curiosity, but a Christian soldier under orders which super- 
sede his perscnal comfort.

THE ARCHDEACON WITH SOME OF HIS LAYREADERS 


A conference for layreaders was held at St. Paul’s Mil- 
sion, Walnut Creek, on Saturday and Sunday, August 28th 
and 29th.

More than 75 representative men of our San Francisco

Campaign, scheduled to take place next Epiphanytide, is to 
awaken the members of our parishes and missions to their 
responsibility of propagating the faith and winning new 
disciples. Our Diocesan Committee is made up of Mrs. 
Clifton Kroll, the Rev. Richard Trelease, Messrs. J. A. 
Nielson, and R. C. Endriss, and the Archdeacon (chairman). 


St. John’s Mission, Capitola, recently organized with the 
following on the Mission Board: Messrs. Albert Penny, 
H. W. Tuttle, B. D. MacCollough, Ben Viney, Frank Ranier, 
and James Packard. The Church School of this Mission 
has an attendance of over 50. 

On the Sunday morning before the public schools re- 
opened, there was held at Burlingame the annual corporate 


communion of the young people of St. Paul’s Church. Dean 
Brewer, the Rector of the Parish, officiated and 54 of the: 
young people of high school age rededicated themselves at 
the Sacrament of the Altar. 


This summer a grass fire led to the destruction of Lydia 
House, one of the buildings at St. Dorothys’ Rest. Plans for 
the rebuilding are already under way, and Dr. and Mfrs. 
J. O, Lincoln are grateful that the wind providentially 
changed in time to save the other buildings. 7

of Contra Costa county, and while he appreciates the help 
of the Rev..Mr. Davies at Pittsburg and a lay-reader at Wal- 
nut Creek, he is greatly in need of an associate to help in 
caring for the needs of this large field. 


A beautiful painting representing the Blessed Virgin 
with Elizabeth and her young son, the “fore-runner,” has 
been hung in the cathedral crypt over the choir entrance. 
It is the loan of Mr. and Mrs. L. F Monteagle and should be 
a source of spiritual uplift to the cathedral worshippers. 


The Men’s Association of the Convocation of Oakland 
has 410 active members. It is their aim to make this mem- 
bership over 1000 men during the coming year. 


At the Asilomar Vacation Conference a special service 
was conducted at St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, under 
the auspices of the Lay-Readers’ Association of the Diocese. 
The service was in part a memorial of Edward March, 
whose death occurred early in the year. He was one of 
the first readers in our Diocese and his interest and per- 
sistence contributed largely to starting the first Asilomar 
Church Conference. After the service the members of St. 
Mary’s, under the leadership of their Rector, the Rev. A. E. 
Clay, entertained the conference delegation at an informal 
reception. 

The Church of the Incarnation, San Francisco, has sent 
to 4000 residents within its parish bounds a letter calling 
attention to its new location and its added facilities for 
ministering to the entire community.

The Clergy of the Convocation of San Jose, under the 
leadership of the Dean, The Rev W. A. Brewer, held a 
delightful informal fellowship meeting on Monday, August 
23rd, as guests of the Rev. Oscar Green of Palo Alto. The 
program included a talk by Prof. Murray of Stanford Uni- 
versity. Fifteen of the clergy were present and all were 
entertained at luncheon by Mr. Phillip M. Lansdale At the 
close of the afternoon a brief devotional service was con- 
ducted by the Archdeacon. 


The Rev. Paul Tajima, Vicar of Christ Japanese Mission, 
has returned from a visit to Japan While there he spoke 
at the Imperial University, before the Imperial household, 
and to the students of the Royal Academy.

Woodacre Conference 


The seventh annual fall conference of the Young People’s 
Fellowship of the Diocese of California was held at Wood- 
acre Lodge over the Labor Day week-end, September 3rd 
to 6th. 


The Woodacre Country Club proved to be an ideal site 
for the conference, located as it is on the line of the North- 
western Pacific Railroad, between San Anselmo and La- 
gunitas, in one of the many sheltered valleys along the 
eastern slope of Marin County. 


The clubhouse, a two-story frame building, was used as 
headquarters. The upper floor of the building contained 
the rooms for the faculty and dormitories for the girls. The 
main floor of the lodge contained the kitchen and dining 
room, conference office, living room and three large porches, 
two of which were completely glassed in. The living room 
was very comfortably furnished and was used both for 
recreation and general assemblies. The living rooms were 
very tastefully decorated with the confernce colors. 


The grounds surrounding the lodge were laid out in 
flower beds and ornamental walks, which were weil kept 
up and added to the attractiveness of the place. The prop- 
erty included a fine tennis court, a large baseball field and 
a very good swimming tank. Near the entrance of the prop- 
erty a deer paddock enclosed several tame deer. 


The conference officially opened on Friday evening with 
dinner, followed by an organization meeting and an old- 
fashioned social. About 60 delegates were present at the 
opening, the total number of delegates attending the con- 
ference being 118, representing 20 parishes. 

The business session of the conference were held on 
Saturday afternoon and Sunday morning. The chapter 
reports were very favorable, indicating a substantial in- 
crease in membership and a similar increase in works of 
service performed by the various fellowship chapters. Three 
new chapters, organized since the previous conference were 
announced. One of these, All Saint’s, Palo Alto, was repre- 
sented by four delegates. In addition to the three new 
chapters already organized, the diocesan president, Mr. 
Pillsbury, announced that four more were about to be organ- 
ized. 

The educational conferences and classes were held 
throughout Saturday and Monday mornings. These confer- 
ences were exceptionally good, and we were fortunate in 
having such a splendid faculty. Dr. John W. Nichols, of 
Shanghai, spoke about China and gave us all a new concep- 
tion of that great empire. 

The theme of Dr. Powell’s discourse was “The Ministry, 
With Its Appeal to Men and Women. He emphasized the 
need of the world for more of us to respond to the call; 
especially the need of the Episcopal Church for men of this 
faith to follow Christ’s footsteps as ordained priests. 

The Rev. Lindley Miller led a very popular discussion 
group from which we came away with a fuller apprecia- 
tion and a deeper conception of our Savior, Jesus Christ. 

Father Vaill of the Church of the Advent was the con- 


crusaders selected and sent by the National Commission on 
Evangelism. 
Follow-up work will be carried on in every parish and 
mission in the Diocese. Details will be published later.

ference chaplain, and with his pleasing personality added 
a great deal to the conference in every way. He was in 
charge of the three outdoor early celebrations of the Holy 
Communion and the two other services on Sunday. 

Although it was not the predominant factor at the con- 
ference, recreation played an important part. Dr. Deems 
gave generously of his time supervising this, Walter Simi 
being the Y.P.F. member in charge. Athletics included 
tennis and swimming several times a day, two baseball 
games and indoor stunts before the dance on Saturday night. | 
To avoid chapter competition, the group was divided into 
three sections, the Reds, Greens and Yellows; the Reds win- 
ning the championship. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank the older 
people who did so much toward making this conference 
a success. Besides the clergy, there were several hostesses 
who gave of their time and energy not only as chaperons 
but assisting in the dining room. We are proud of the fact, 
however, that the conference was managed entirely by a 
committee of young people, with Miss Grace Ferrier as 


chairman. 


It is hard to sum up the benefit derived from these con- 
ferences in one sentence, but briefly, we do feel that the 
delegates returned to their chapters fired with enthusiasm 
that will go a long way towards the success of the fellowship. 


Reform in Hollywood 


Hollywood has seen the rise of a great number of ques- 
tionable agencies, employment bureaus, schools of acting, 
makeup schools and the like, which have attracted and fed 
upon the funds of the many thousands of young people who 
are lured there with hopes of entering the movies as extras 
and rising rapidly to fame. The employment bureaus have 
been run on a fee-charging system which for years has de- 
prived the extras of 10 per cent of their earnings. 


The system has worked so much harm that the motion 
picture industry itself has moved to end it. The California 
Producers, with Mr. Will Hays’ national organization and 
also the Sage Foundation co-operating, have established one 
central employment agency which is to be entirely free and 
the producers have agreed to hire extras only through this 
bureau. This is a reform of really great moment, affecting 
some 30,000 persons and saving annually thousands of dol- 
lars formerly exacted by fee-charging agents. The motion 


picture industry employs more casual labor each year than 
any other industry. 


Miss Mary Van Kleeck of the Sage Foundation, surveying 
the situation, found that the emotional lure of the movies 
brings to Hollywood many more applicants than can pos- 
sibly be employed, who, with the slightest encouragement, 
wait for weeks while their funds disappear. 


The Ideal Missionary Parish 


Dr. John Clark Archer, head of the Department of Mis- 
sions in Yale Divinity School, writes in The International 
Review of Missions of the great need for better and more 
extensive knowledge of mission work. He summarizes the 
three most desirable steps toward an educational ideal in a 


-parish: 


1. The parish missionary program should be an outgrowth 
of parish initiative, not something superimposed, devised 
elsewhere, to which the parish merely subscribes. 


2. The missionary education should be a pervading part 
of the whole educational work of the parish, not extra- 
curriculum, limited to occasional irregular lectures or 
sporadic classes; especially should missionary ‘study be ac- 
companied by missionary activity. 


3. Missionary education should not be limited to a few 


women or to certain parish guilds, but should be diffused 
throughout the entire parish. 


Secret of Early Success

GOALS OF ACHIEVEMENT 


Most of the world takes up life again in earnest in the 
autumn. 


Vacations are ended and the year’s work begins. Schools 
and colleges open new vistas to millions of our young 
people. Is there anything the Church can give them defi- 
nitely as a slogan for the betterment of their work and 
life? Goals of achivement are set before them intellectually 
and physically. Can we put before them a goal which will 
bring a definite return in peace of mind, health of body and 
uplife of spirit? Can we give them a rule of life as prac- 
tical and demonstrable as any course in mathematics or 
astronomy ? 


Let us take three words for our slogan. Old words, 
familiar words, yet I wonder how many could give a good 
definition of any of them. They are hope, faith and love. 
Hope really is only “expecting the best.” We hope for 
better health, better supply, better environment, better 
friends and certainly it is a God-given blessing that “hope 
springs eternal in the human breast.” If it did not we 
should not find life worth living. In every experience of 
life we hope for a happy fulfillment. A universal desire 
must come from some power higher than ourselves. We 
know how difficult it is to make even one household agree, 
yet here we find an agreement of desire throughout the race. 
Only. a subnormal person could “enjoy poor health.” It 
is normal to hope for the best and to expeet that in some 
way or other events will turn out well. So hope is a good 
word to emphasize and tie very closely to the next word, 
faith, We cannot have faith without having optimism. 
Faith is knowing that God wants us to have the best. Too 
long have we made our Father a miser. He who is so 
lavish in nature, giving millions of blossoms for thousands 
of fruit, providing water, earth, gold, silver, coal, copper, 
and forests, why can we for a moment think He wishes 
His children to suffer lack. “We gave us His best beloved 


Son;” He provides for every living creature;” He wants 
His children to have the best, therefore He puts hope in 
the center of our being. 

Let us impress this on our young people: “The best in 
the world for you, if the best in you is for the world.” 
Everything in the whole universe has its law, and the law 
works for us when it is obeyed. ‘ 

When we believe this, our faith is optimistic, which is 
the only thing true faith can be. If we believe God wants 
us to have the best and has given us a law by which we 
can get it and we obey that law by deliberate choice, we 
know that the best is for us, for He said: “I came that ye 
might have life more abundantly.” The epistle to the Hebrews 
describes faith as “taking hold of the thing hoped for and 
bringing into evidence the things not seen.” 

So we say hope is expecting the best, and faith is know- 
ing God wants you to have the best, and love is having a 
friendly attitude toward the world. 

We cannot love all the hundreds of disagreeable and 
uncomfortable people whom we contact in life as we love 


* those nearest and dearest to us, but we can believe that if 


all the people understood their birthright they would not 
be so uncomfortable to deal with, and so we hold toward 
them a friendly attitude and that is love. 

Love is essentially making oneself an agreeable person 
to live with. Setting an example of loveableness is a life- 
time work. We think sometimes if we are good we do 
not have to be agreeable. The prayer of the small boy has 
a keen edge—-“O Lord make all the bad people good and 
all the good people nice.” 


Love has been given as many definitions as has the 
word. concentration, when really common sense describes 
them easily. Concentration is only thinking about the 
thing you want to think about, and love is having a friendly 
attitude toward all of God’s children. Being a friend. 


So as we enter upon our busy winter work let us set for 
ourselves and for our young people the goal of a finer 
hope, a stronger faith and a greater love. With these before 
us work and school and home will be illumined. Though 
we may not be able to discuss these terms theologically, 
we shall have a working rule of life which shall lead us 
to that goal of wisdom “whose ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness and all her paths are peace.” 


Lydia House Burned 


St. Dorothy’s Rest has celebrated its 25th anniversary, 
as you know. Now it has to report its first (and we hope 
its only) fire. The beautiful Lydia House was burned to 
the ground on August 17, at 3 p. m. Nobody was injured, 


although several people were surprised and forced to run, | 


when a sudden burst of flame on the roof notified them 
to go. 

“This house was given fifteen years ago through the gen- 
erosity of Mrs. L. F. Monteagle in memory of her grand- 
mother, Mrs. Lydia Paige. It has been of great cheer and 
joy to hundreds of working girls. 


Our first thought is sorrow over the loss of our finest 
building; this feeling is unavoidable. Our second though, 
however, is joy over the protection given by the fire 
warden, who knew how to fight; also over the help of Mr. 
Meeker and of the help of the village chemical engine. The 
“Clay Cottage” on the point was saved by the engine. 


This protection covered not only St. Dorothy’s Rest, but 
also all Camp Meeker. The-danger lay in the dry grass 
and underbrush. By nightfall, only the embers remained to 
be watched. The next day we began levelling the summit 
of the burnt hill and making it ready for further use. 


Our season was over and the children (except seven) 
were in school. Losses there were of personal property, 
but the rescue (it was nothing less) of our eight other 
buildings and the escape of Camp Meeker and all the val- 
ley, force us to use the cheerful language of St. Luke, “We 
thanked God and took courage.” We were thankful for 
all the help which came and saved us. And now, as we 
think over the record of good work for fifteen years in 
Lydia House we are once more thankful, though our hearts 
are sad.

The regular monthly meeting of the California branch 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary was held in Grace Chapel, Mon- 
day, August 30th, at 2 o'clock.

A resolution was carried to send letters of sympathy to 
Mrs. Wilson Johnston and Mrs. Barry, who are ill, and to 
advise them that we are thinking of them in our prayers. 

An announcement was made that October 4th is the day 
set for the U. T. O. service. 

Mrs. Lance reported that Mrs. Timm will represent Mrs. 
Barry, pro tem, as the U. T. O. secretary. 

Dr. Charles P. Deems then spoke to us on the “Financial 
Phase of the Church’s Work.” Dr. Deems believes the 
phrase “lukewarmness” expresses the reason of our having 
fallen far short in the budget quota of the National Council. 
For the coming campaign Dr. Deems has planned a time 
for parochial education. Bishop Mitchell, Bishop Sanford 
and other thoroughly trained workers will go into the 
parishes and stay a week to stir up enthusiasm. 

From October ist to 6th there will be regional dinners 
and at each a field worker and layman will talk. October 
27th will be the nation-wide campaign dinner at the Clift 
Hotel, $1.25 a plate. The parish campaign for the every 
member canvass starts the 31st of October. 

A resolution was adopted to co-operate with Dr. Deems 
in his desire to have the president confer with the various 
state organizations and to appoint women for the regional 
teams. The best speakers to speak at these dinners. 

Dr. Deems then closed the meeting with a benediction. 


The Cult of the Applesauce 


A recent editorial in The Living Church entitled, “The 
Cult of the Sardonic,” deplores the present tendency, espe- 
cially among the young people, towards cynicism and dis- 
illusionment resulting in the “sardonic laugh.” In general, 


we agree with its strictures, and we fully agree with the 
editorial to the effect that the chief cause of it has been 
the veritable surfeit, ad nauseam, in ecclesiastical circles of © 
a superficial, saccharine Pollyanaism and anaemic gush, 
which Mr. Morehouse has vividly termed in the vernacular 
of the day “applesauce.” The following description of 
ecclesiastical and political applesauce is clearly recognized 
and the sardonic laugh seems to be the only adequate and 
effective antidote: 

“It might be worse if we-never had anything of the sar- 
donic. And many of our experiences might be much more 
profitable if at times we had more of it. Great dinners, get- 
together meetings, anniversaries, commencements, and all 
such expansive occasions, in which speech after speech rolls 
its gracious way along through endless interchanges of com- 
plimerit and congratulation, and the ‘vision’ is ‘caught’ and’ 
mauled and manhandled and carried home at long last— 
verily there are moods, not simply dyspeptic, in which these 
things surfeit us sorely. In the thick of it, we occasionally 
begin to feel that we are being served a little too much apple- 
sauce for the health of our constitution, and crave, mor- 
bidly it may be, a bit of that same herb of Sardinia. 

“Kipling’s story, “The Flag of Their Country,’ in Stalky 
& Co., of the politician who ‘with a large and healthy hand’ 
tore down the veils of the boys’ reserve and ‘trampled them 
under the well-intentioned feet of eloquence,’ who ‘pointed 
them to shining goals, with fingers which smudged out all 
radiance on all horizons,’ seems drawn in lines big and 
black enough to make the politicians themselves see. It has 
been exceedingly difficult since the World War for even 
the most genuine statesman to voice even the most genuine 
ideals, without receiving a sardonic reply from all sides. 
We must be sardonic, no doubt, even if we overdo it some- 
times: it is our only effective protection against magnilo- 
quence, unreasoned optimism, and uncritical idealism. It 
is as the grain of salt which should be taken with every 
large helping of sentiment.” 


The Great Heresy 
(From Editorial in Federated Council Bulletin) 


Two recent utterances have conspired to clarify our 
thinking as to the most insidious and deadly “heresy” in 
the Church. The first was Dr. Robert E. Speer’s remark, at 
the conference on evangelism at Northfield, that, however 
great be our rightful emphasis on orthodoxy of thought, the 
deepest necessity is for orthodoxy of life. The second is a 
chapter in Dr. Alva M. Kerr’s “Thinking Through,” in which 
he declares that the great common heresy of men “lies in 
the fact that they do not really and truly believe in the 
things in which Jesus Christ believed and for which He 
gave His life.” 

We are afflicted with a paralyzing lack of faith as to 
whether the way of life which He taught and incarnated 
will actually work in practical affairs. We face the issues 
of the modern world as timidly and uncertainly as if we 
half doubted whether Christ can really be made Lord of 
all of human life. 

If we had an unquestioning faith in the God and Father 
of all, as Christ revealed him, would we see the present 
spectacle of race prejudice and boastfulness of Nordic su- 
premacy? Would our discriminations against men on the 
ground of color still remain? 

If we were not infected with a subtle half-belief in the 
power of Christianity, could we go on acting in the eco- 
nomic realm as if self-interest were the only motive strong 
enough to serve as the organizing center of industry Could 
we be callous and unconcerned about the inequalities and 
injustices under which millions still suffer? 

If we actually believed in the Sermon on the Mount, 
would nations still be arming to the hilt against each other? 
Do we have enough faith in Christ to put our trust in the 
ideals for which He stood more than in armies and navies? 

To order our lives in these most difficult matters as if 
Jesus Christ had never lived and died, is a practical infidel- 
ity of the most ruinous kind. Nothing do we need so sorely 
as a faith in Christ so living and buoyant that there will be 
no phase of life in which we do not take Him with intense 
seriousness.

She makes us realize that through our chil- 
dren the society will grow in strength and numbers. | 

Our head of social service, Dr. Christiansen, took the 
fourth hour and gave us a splendid talk on what our 
branches may do for the community in which they live. I 
took the last hour and dwelt especially upon the spiritual 
side of the friendly, and that we must stress the spiritual 
in all of our activities. We had a total attendance of onc 
hundred at the five conferences. The discussions that took 
place at each meeting brought out many valuable sugges- 
tions and proved most helpful. 

Miss Renison had splendid classes, both well attended. 
In her course for girls she told me that she had never had 
more responsive or enthusiastic girls. 

We are very proud of St. Luke’s Branch, San Francisco. 
who gave a masque, written by its president, Miss Meyer.

We owe a 
debt of gratitude to Rev Mr. Graves for his valuable sugges- 
tions and coaching. 

We had a picnic supper and bonfire, the supper fur- 
nished by generous Mr. Paige. Our girls put on a stunt, 
they sang our songs in the dining room. We had our own 
special little meeting directly after breakfast each morning 
and learned to know each other. In fact, they entered into 
the spirit of the conference in the most whole-hearted way. 

Let me urge you all to attend the conference next year 
and to make the G. F.S. share in it bigger than ever before.
